ACTIVITIES 


The  Vocational  Agriculture  Department  began  the  year  with 
fifty-nine  students  enrolled.   A  farm  program  is  sponsored  for 
each  boy  enrolled.   Adult  evening  classes  are  conducted  by  the 
department  and  it  is  also  in  charge  of  Institutional  On-the-farm 
Training  for  Veterans.   The  Future  Farmer's  Organization  has 
various  activities,  such  as  Barnwarmin ' ,  State  F.F.A.  Camp, 
attending  and  exhibiting  livestock  at  the  Missouri  State  Fair, 
and  attending  and  exhibiting  livestock  at  the  St.  Louis  Shows. 
The  Vocational  Agriculture  Department  won  the  first-place 
plaque  for  having  the  best  exhibit  of  hogs  at  the  Illinois- 
Missouri  Show  in  August,  1955-   The  boys  marketed  276  head  of 
hogs  which  sold  for  $9,810.10.   It  ranked  first-place  school  for 
the  best  beef  exhibit  at  the  Illinois-Missouri  Show  in  September, 
1955-   The  department  sold  fifty-seven  steers  which  brought
